Lieutenant Howard D. Douglas at Base 
Flying Field, to Receive Final In­ 
struction As Aerial Observer—Can 
Hear Roar of Big Guns as He Writes 
to His Father of His Experiences. 


Somewhere in France, 


Feb. 14. 1918. 


Dear Futher: 


No doubt you received my calile from 
Paris a couple of days ago telling of my 
departure for the front. 
Well, I am 
now in the center of n horseshoe which 
is outlined by the front-line trendies,'

and it is possible to hear the artillery J 
fire twenty miles away. 
; 


This is an American base and is also 
adjacent to^a French flying base for 
work over the lines. It is the matter 
of only a few minutes to reach the Hun 
lines via the air. 


Coming up from Paris yesterday I 
travelled 
for' many miles along the 
Alarne. At one or more places I saw 
the rims of villages that marked the 
farthest advances of the enemy. It is a 
beautiful valley, and it was very inter­ 
esting to sec some of the places of 
which we have heard for the past three 
years. The train on which I travelled 
was crowded' with French officers re­ 
turning to the front. 


I arrived here in a rain and met a 
lieutenant of the military police at the 
station, for which I was glad. It was 
perfectly dark, and lie guided me up to 
the office of the town major, Beds were 
very scarce, but finally they decided to 
billet mo for the night at staff head­ 
quarters. 
After wading through some 
of the justly advertised French mud I 
was welcomed by two elderly ladies and^ 
shown to my room. I must mention tho 
bed as it was much better than I had 
hoped to find. In fact it was thorough­ 
ly luxurious, with a big canopy over­ 
head and billows of feathers 
under­ 
neath. I stepped out to the hotel and 
had an omelette and then returned and 
talked French with my hostess before 
retiring. They were very nic; and real­ 
ly understood most of my conversation. 
Of course we did a bon carite (good 
health) in a mild cordial before retir­ 
ing. 


This morning I got a side car and 
came out to the flying field, and return­ 
ed with a truck this afternoon for my 
baggage. There are throo of us now in 
a newly constructed officers' barracks, 
and I am writing this letter by candle­ 
light before a fire that will not burn 
because, like everything clf.c, tho wood 


: 3s wet. We-wiU-ha.vo a_.strikur_in -tha., 
morning, and then we will live in all tho 
luxury possible in such surroundings. 


I t is just 8:15, and as I write I can 
hear tho boom of the artillery up the 
line. We arc going to get some real 
work 
here under French 
instruction, 
and in a very short time, will be flying 
1 


over the lines. This* is going to be great 
work, and I believe that our fliers will 
eventually be a big feature in the game. 
There is a lot for the observer to do, 
including reconnaisanco, 
photography, 
directing artillery fire, infantry action, 
and bombing. No doubt before you re- 
ceivo this letter the expected big push 
will have commenced. 


The weather is much colder here than 
in the last place I was stationed. I just 
oiled up my boots for the mud and wet. 
One needs heavy shoes with nails, well 
oiled, to get around. From now on I 
expect to keep rather busy, and may not 
get time to write a lot of letters. I will 
write often to you, however, and leave 
it to you to give my friends regards 


I am getting very cold and must get 
to bed. I still stick to sheets and pa­ 
jamas. I am really very comfortable
